months ago. 

Smart was spokesman 
for the youth team at 
his funeral. 

Police believe he was 
on a friend’s shoulders 
when he fell on Mr Vu.

The shocking twist came as it 
was also revealed the Italian aca- 
demic who met Litvinenko on 
the day he fell ill has also tested 
positive for deadly polonium 210. 

Mario Scaramella - who Litvin- 
enko feared had poisoned him - now 
faces a desperate fight for survival 
after being rushed to hospital. 

Meanwhile, executive boxes at the 
new 60,000-seater Emirates Stadium 
were closed off yesterday as special- 
ists searched for traces of radiation. 

The drama came as The Gunners 
prepare to host one of their biggest 
matches of the season against fierce 
north London rivals Tottenham in 
front of a sell-out crowd today. 

A group of Russian men who 
police believe could hold the key to 


Litvinenko's mysterious death 
attended Arsenal’s Champions 
League match with CSKA Moscow 
on the day he fell ill. 

They included the businessmen 
who met the KGB defector at a 
London hotel earlier that day. 

At least one of them — ex-KGB spy 
Andrei Lugovoy - is understood to 
be still anxiously awaiting the 
results of tests to see if he has been 
contaminated.

ium said yesterday: “The police are 
checking out executive boxes. We 
have been told it is in connection 
with the Litvinenko case.” Last 
night Arsenal declined to comment. 
Scaramella, 38, a long-term contact 
of Litvinenko, tested positive for a 
“significant quantity” of polonium 
210 one month after meeting him. 


Health 


The Health Protection Agency 
refused to name the victim as 
Scaramella but said the amount of 
radiation in his body was “likely to 
be of concern for their immediate 
health” - though he is not thought to 
be suffering the same symptoms as 
Litvinenko. He is to undergo fur- 
ther hospital tests. 

Yesterday Mr Litvinenko’s wife 
Marina, 44 — who was in close con- 
tact with him during his illness — 


tested positive for polonium 210 
after providing a urine sample. And 
a hotel in Sussex where Mr 
Scaramella stayed was evacuated 
for tests last night. 

Three pathologists in protective 
radiation suits carried out a post- 
mortem on Litvinenko yesterday 
but the results may not be available 
for several days. 

Sources close to the investigation 
say detectives have made a series of 
vital breakthroughs: 

e Litvinenko's assassins were 

bungling amateurs who even 

dropped the radioactive poison used 

to kill him. 

e Scientists have already identified 

the nuclear plant which made the 

polonium 210.

SNATCH MANIAC CAGED FOR LIFE ,

A CHILD molester who 
snatched a six-year-old 
girl from her bath and 
raped her was caged for 
life yesterday. 

Sex beast Peter Voisey, 35, 
faces a minimum of 10 years 
behind bars — but may never be 
released. 

He bundled the terrified tot into 
his car after sneaking into her 
North Tyneside home. 

He sped off in his Vauxhall Astra 
van and subjected the girl to two 
horrific sex assaults before dump- 
ing her naked and bleeding in a 
freezing alley near her home. 

She was found when a neighbour 
heard her whimpering for help. 

Judge David Hodson jailed 
Voisey for life after a jury convict- 
ed him at Newcastle Crown Court. 

He said: “I am in no doubt what- 
soever that you are a dangerous 
predatory male who poses a seri- 
ous risk. This is a most grave 
offence of kidnapping.

“This was a six-year-old girl 
being removed from her own bath 
in her own home and taken out 
into a cold night for the purposes 
of your sexual gratification. 

“You will only be released into 
the community when the parole 
board considers it safe for you to 
be released - it may be that you 
will never be released.” 

The court heard Voisey, of Blyth, 
Northumberland, was a registered 
sex offender at the time of the 
attack on December 27 last year. 

He was jailed for abusing a 
12-year-old girl at a leisure centre 
in Cheshire in 2001. 

The judge said his latest victim —

The girl's family yesterday 
issued a statement saying: “We are 
very glad it's all over and happy 
that Voisey won't be released until 
he is no longer a danger." 

DCI Napier said: "He was a 
registered sex offender.

CRUISE FLEES

News of the typhoon was the final 
straw and they headed for the 
Maldives’ Malé International Airport. 

Tom, Katie and seven-month-old Suri 
looked relaxed as they arrived. 

A source close to the Hollywood pair 
said: “Storms are a regular feature in 
the Maldives, but a typhoon is a far 
more terrifying proposition. 

“The forecast looked bleak anyway 
with thunderstorms predicted. But it’s 
better to be safe than sorry.
